Instead, 
Applicants elected a non-specific broad class of "antigens" that could read on virtually any type of molecule (e.g., peptides, proteins, 
small molecules, etc.). In addition, Applicants failed to elect a single species of sequence tag as set forth in subgroup (e.g., constant 
region of antibody gene disclosed, in the specification at page 6, line 14). Correction is requested.
